WASHINGTON (AP)—Here's a 


brief rundown on the Navy's Po- 
laris and the Air Force's Minute- 
man missile systems discussed by 
President Kennedy today in his 
military message to Congress: 


The Polaris submarine, atomic- 


powered and capable- of deep div- 
ing and prolonged submergence, 
carries Hi Polaris rockets. The 
present model missile has a range 
of about 1,200 miles, curries a 
thermonuclear warhead. 


The Polaris is launched while 


the submarine is submerged. Its 
rocket, engine ignites upon reach- 
ing the .surface. Kennedy wants 
to expedite perfection of a Po- 
laris

with 
2,500-milc 


range. 


The Minulemun missile, like the 


Polaris, uses .solid fuel instead of 
the harder-lo-handle liquid oC big- 
ger rocket engines.

is punishable by death in Califor- 
nia," said Deputy Dist. Atty. Clif- 
ford Crail.
